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strongly oppose NextNav's petition filed under WT Docket No. 24-240, to 
reconfigure the 902-928 MHz band. This allocation of an already crowded ISM 
space, will be a great detriment to many industries for the benefit of few. 


This petition requests a significant reallocation of the spectrum within the 902 to 
928 MHz band, which has profound implications for both hobbyists and 
consumers. 

As a licensed Amateur Radio Operator and someone who currently uses the lower 
902-928 region of the ISM/Amateur band every single day, | am opposed to any 
licensing and rulemaking that would take away this allocated spectrum and give it 
to a private commercial entity. This is a growing spectrum in the Amateur radio 
community and many Amateur radio operators have spent a considerable amount 
of resources of time and money on building 900 MHz repeaters and networks for 
the radio community to use, myself included. 


My opposition is not just based on my own use of the spectrum, but allowing one 
commercial entity to be successful in their proposal is like having a commercial 
logging company dictate how the National Forest will be used. 


Many common household devices operate in this band. For example, the proposal 
could render devices used in home automation inoperable, forcing consumers to 
replace expensive equipment and potentially reducing the availability of 
affordable smart home technologies. Not to mention all the devices that would be 
prohibitively costly to “re-band” such as utility meters, RFID readers, 
transportation etc. just to name a few million devices. 


NextNav's vague assurances about working with incumbents are insufficient. The 
proposal lacks specific, enforceable protections for existing users, including 
amateurs and Part 15 devices. The proposed "spectrum swap" appears to grant 
NextNav significantly more valuable spectrum rights without clear public interest 
benefits. This raises concerns about equitable spectrum management. 
Considering NexNavs ancestry, their long term plans for the spectrum, should be 
a major cause for concern. 


The Commission should explore alternative methods to support PNT systems that 
don't involve disrupting a heavily used and innovative spectrum band. 


| urge the FCC to carefully consider the potential impacts of this petition and to 
reject this proposal and maintain the current diverse spectrum allocation in the 
902-928 MHz band.
